It also provides for truant or pa- 
rental schools, and attendance officers in 
all cities of more than 10,000 inhabitants to 
prohibit employment children during 
school hours. 

Other bills sanctioned by 
included the following: 

House Bill No. 830, to make it the duty 
of the assessor in cities of the second 
class to make and return between Nov. 1 
and March 15 of each year to the city 
council a complete reportof the assessment 
of all property not exempt from municipal 
taxation.

CHICAGO, April 12.~The packers will be 
indicted. This information was given to 
the Post- -Dispatch correspondent today by 
an attorney competent to judge and ina 
position to understand the situation.

Meanwhile the packers, panic stricken by 
the last coup on the part of the govern- 
ment, are doing everything in their power 
to prevent the government from obtaining 
further evidence of a documentary char- 
acter. 

Fairly astounded at the incriminating 
character of the documents he found, Dis- 
trict Attorney Morrison, fearing an at- 
tempt on the part of the interested per- 
sons to seize the trunks, secured an order 
from Judge Sanborn impounding the 
trunks to the possession of the District 
court for the use of the grandjury. 

The man who says the packers cannot 
escape indictment and conviction says: 

“The government has overwhelming evi- 
dence of the guilt of the packing-house 
combine. The indictment and conviction of 
all of them is as certain as the sunrise. [ 
am astonished that men of unquestioned 
ability and business sagacity should so far 
forget themselves as to commit such sur- 
prisingly flagrant offenses against the fed- 
era] laws. 

‘They have brought powerful pressure to 
bear on the government officials from 
President Roosevelt down and are trying 
to forestall] the government in every move- 
ment. Influencing witnesses in Chicago is 
not the only measure they have taken to 
prevent evidence of their guilt from being 
placed before the federal grandjury. The 
packers are frantic. The grandjury al- 
ready has a plain dase and the investiga- 
tion is not half over.’

When Mr. Hardee Kirkland, playing the 
part of Svengali in the Odeon stock com- 
pany production of ‘‘Trilby,”’ which began 
Tuesday night, fell backward over a table, 
pointed this sinister black beard toward the 
flies and died, that was the end of him, 
much to the disappointment of tlie au- 
dience. 

It was a triumph for Mr. Kirkland. His 
hypnotic influence. had plainly spread be- 
vond the footlight and caught the audience 
between the eyes. It was willing to go as 
far as he liked, and unlike Trilby, it refused 
to get from under the influence when his 
beard pointed skyward.

All Lines Announce Absorption of 
Tax Costing St. Louis Ship- 
pers $1,000,000 a Year. 


RESULT OF COMPETITION 


Business Men Expect Abolition of 
Bridge Tolls Resulting From 
CO. & E. I,’s Changes. 


Following. the lead of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois Railroad, a patt of the 
Frisco system, most of the other rai:roads 
entering St. Louis have announced the ab- 
sorption of the switching charges in St. 
Louls on consignments from competitive 
points,. and St. Louls shippers are re- 
lieved of a burden amounting yearly to 
something more than $1,000,000. 
The Baltimore & Ohio Southwestern and 
the Vandalia have gone a step furtheg and 
absorbed the charge on shipments ‘rom ali 
points, competitive or non-compet tive, east 
of the Tllinois-Indiana stite line. 
This does not affect the brid¢e arbitrary. 
which is still in effect: but shippers and 
railroad men are beginring to pred‘¢gt that 
the arbitrary will eventually go with the 
ewitching charges, and St. Louis wll be 
fully on the raflroad maps. 
The absorption of the switching charges 
affects all carload shippers within the St. 
Louls limits, which is practically the city 
limits. The average switching charge per 
car has been about $3, the range be'ng 
form $2 to %. The bridge toll averages a‘ out 
$6. Thus a saving to shippers of 33 1-3 
per cent in the cost of getting cars across 
the bridge and to their switches has been 
affected. 

On all of the lines except the Vandalla 
the switching charge absorption is already 
in effect.

CONSUMPTION IS CURABLE. 


But at Present Rates, Unless You 
Help, One in Seven Now Living 
in St. Louis Will Die From It. 


Rules supplied by the St. Louls Society for 
A. ‘prevention of Tuberculosis.) 


Ccnsumption is a disease of the langs 
which one sick person can give to another. 
it caused by a small germ which one 
who has the disease spits up. The mat- 
ter containing this germ, when allowed to 
dry, may be carried by the air and 
breathed in by others. This is the main 
eause of the spread of the disease. 

Where one person has the disease others 
in the house are in danger from it. The 
danger is in breathing into the lungs the 
germ which comes from one who has con- 
sumption. Prevent this, and you will stop 
the spread of the disease. 

This done. Don't let this mat- 
ter which is spit up become dry. Have the 
patient in a cuspidor, or a cup, con- 
tal r water with carbolic acid, or concen- 
Six teaspoonfuls of carbolic 
of concentrated lye to 
water is strong enough. 
Empty the cuspidor or spit cup into 
the sewer at least night and morning. 
Bed clothing, handkerchiefs or other 
clothes soiled with the matter should, be- 
fore it becomes dry, be put in boiling 
water and washed.
